D U T C H N O T V E R Y F R I E N D L Y 
WITH GERMANS 
A m sterdam , 
January. — C orres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press.) 
—“ W hy is tile German not loved 
more w a rm ly by his Dutch co u sin s? ” ! 
asked a w rite r in a German newopa- * 
per a few days ago. 
The edito r of I 
the Handelsblad takes the part of a J 
candid friend in a reply p rin ted as I 
an editorial. 
“First of all,” he says, “ th*1 dislike I 
of all foreigners prevails everywhere 
among tile mass of the Dutch people, 
because th e y feel foreigners to be 
'different.' 
Therefore 
the 
Dutch 
masses 
dislike Germans, 
Belgians J 
and Englishmen. 
But G ermany he-1 
fore th e w ar was always holding a! 
loaded revolver to our breast 
h er, 
contempt fo r Hollands’ m ilitary pow­ 
er, her thirst for expansion, h e r wish 
to try h e r gigantic and rem ark ab le 
war m ach ine, were very real dangers. 
The fe a r of German militarism was 
very 
g re a t, 
while 
England 
and 
France gave us no such fear. 
“Then came the invasion of Bel­ 
gium. 
Tills roused not merely pity 
for a sm a ll neutral nation like Hol­ 
land, whose women 
anil 
children 
came weeping aud hungry, 
whose 
towns a n d villages were seen b u rn ­ 
ing across the frontier. 
Few peo­ 
ple will admit that the i n v a s i o n of 
Belgium was necessary for th e de­ 
fense of Hie German frontier, an d if 
the invasion had not taken place the 
war w'ould have been over long ago. 
Even supposing that the excuse of 
necessity 
was legitimate 
it 
would 
justify a devastation of Holland to­ 
morrow, for Germany’s love of jus­ 
tice and h e r respect for Dutch free­ 
dom an d independence are very poor 
secu lilies. 
“The Germans blame Hie English 
and A m erican governments for put­ 
ting p re ssu re on Holland, hut about 
the assassination by torpedo of Dutch 
ships, a b o u t the destruction of h a r m ­ 
less n e u tr a l fishing craft, they have 
nothing to say.” 
Tile w rite r concludes with a state­ 
ment tiiat, in spite of this, t h e r e has 
been recently a certain c h a n g e of 
opinion in Holland toward Germany, 
not an increased love for Germany, 
but a lessened fear of her.

Each has on file w ith the Commission as provided by law* schedules 
of rates fixing recompense received for the services luroished the pub­ 
lic, which rates cannot be changed without approval of the commission. 


C ost of F uel, Labor and M aterials A dvance 


During the year 1917 unusual and extraordinray conditions have 
arisen and now exist w hich seriouly affect the operating expenses nec­ 
essarily incurred by th e petitioners in discharging their public func­ 
tions and duties as public service corporations. As a result of the world 
war in w hich this country became a participant in April, 1917, the in­ 
dustrial, financial and economic conditions of the people have under­ 
gone and are now undergoing tremendous changes. 
Principally as a 
result of this conflict th e cost of fuel, labor and materials have tremend­ 
ously advanced. 
Particularly the w ages of employees and the cost of 
fuel used in the operation of all utilities have increased in an unrepeat­ 
ed measure until the aggregate now threatens to impair the ability of 
each petitioning com pany to discharge its public duty in the future 
unless relief be afforded through increase of rates. 
The petitioners sh o w that if they be given opportunity to present 
resultant figures of 
increased 
and increasing 
operating charges, 
expenses and taxes aboundant proof will be made of the necessity of 
immediate relief by som e general order of the Commission, ot a charac­ 
ter which may be expressive of a just and wise distinction and which 
will be entirely within the limits of justifiable emergency to aid the 
petitioners to meet an d survive the existing crisis and emergency. 
Accurate books o f account with all customers using electric arid 
gas service are kept show ing the exact amount paid by any consumer at 
any time upon any bill and the consumer is therefore tally protected in 
any paym ents made pursuant to any rates which may be fixed for these 
utilities in any preliminary order which may be entered by the commis­ 
sion. 
G reat loss and damage would result to the petitioners if they 
are not allowed to m ake immediately effective increased rates and 
charges for service rendered. 
The revenues derived I rom electric rail­ 
ways operated by the petitioners is so unquestionably inadequate and 
insufficient that no question or argum ent can arise from granting relief 
to this class of utility. 
Conservation of fu el and curtailment of use of the product and 
service of the petitioning companies, encouraged by the Federal gov­ 
ernment, will materially reduce the gross revenues of these companies 
during th e calendar year. 
This will affect the ability of the petitioners 
to meet and pay th eir operating expenses, charges for maintenance 
and taxes and return, as the saving which may result from such con­ 
servation will not be m et or compensated by any like saving of operat­ 
ing expenses. 
P la ce Figures Before Public 


The petitioners ask that an appropriate preliminary order may be 
entered directing the manner of notice to be given to the various mu­ 
nicipalities and communities served. 
The suggestion is also made by 
the petitioners that, in addition to the usual notice, provision be made 
for notifying the commercial bodies in each community in order that 
opportunity may be afforded for a hearing before the Commission to 
which m ay be invited representatives ot all municipal corporations, 
commercial bodies an d committees of citizens and patrons tor general 
discussion in a spirit o f mutual co-operation of the merits of the peti­ 
tion. 
Pursuant to su ch hearing it is prayed that appropriate emer­ 
gency orders be entered authorizing the petitioners to advance the 
schedules or rates n ow existing to such an extent as to afford emer­ 
gency relief as the discretion of the Commission shall deem proper.

NEERS AND EXPERTS 


Report Made After Extended Period of Investigation Especially 
with Reference to Availability of North Side Station — 
Impounding Reservoir Declared to Be the Only Practicable 
Plan for This City— Data and Maps Made Part of Report 
—Early Mass Meeting of Citizens Planned. 


The report* 
of the Jacksonville 
water supply situation as fram ed by 
state 
engineers 
was 
received 
in 
Jacksonville Tuesday afternoon. The 
report had been long anticipated and 
in recent m onths 
its receipt had 
been greated 
desired, becau se of 
the acuteness of the water supply 
situation. 
The chief point in the report is 
that the engineers declare against 
the possibility of wells furnishing 
an adequate supply. 
The statem ent 
is made that it is not practicable 
at this lim e to propose g oin g to the 
illinois river for water and that an 
Impounding system is therefore the 
most desirable. 
No recommendations are m ade as 
to the most feasible location for an 
impounding reservoir. 
T he 
report 
covers com pletely tho investigations 
made <by the engineers and includes 
plats showing the location o f wells 
at tho north side station, a sketch 
indicating 
the 
ground 
formation, 
another indicating the ground water 
level and still 
another indicating 
the ground w ater surface. 
The report was compiled by M. 
S. SJO idem, acting engineer of the 
state department of publis health, 
T. E. Savage, acting chief o f the 
state geological survey division, G.

It is understood that such a m e e t­ 
ing w ill occur today and that a c iti­ 
zens m eeting will probably lie called 
for Friday night.

struction, a. large part of the m oney 
has been wasted. 
The State is e s ­ 
pecially interested in the water s u p ­ 
ply at this place as several S ta te 
institutions, 
the 
Illinois 
Central 
•Hospital for the Insane, The Illinois 
State School for the Deaf, and th e 
Illinois State School for the B lina 
are located in the city. 
At tho re­ 
quest 
of a Committee of Citizens 
and the city commissioners an 
in ­ 
vestigation of water supply c o n d i­ 
tions was made by a joint com m it­ 
tee consisting of Mr. F. W. DeW olf, 
Director of the State Geological S u r ­ 
vey, 
Hr. 
Edward 
Bartow, Director 
of the State Water Survey and P au l 
Hanson, Chief Engineer of the S tate 
Board of Health. 
This committee 
submitted a report on proposed im ­ 
provements of the public water s u p ­ 
ply of Jacksonville, dated April 21, 
I hi 7. 
With a change in state g o v ­ 
ernment effective July I, 1917, th e 
official positions of the m em ber of 
the com m ittee were changed. 
T heir 
duties 
were not greatly 
changer! 
however and t h e y continued the in ­ 
vestigation until called into govern­ 
ment service. 
In their absence the 
undersigned submit tills second r e - ( 
port on proposed improvement* o f 
the public water supply. 
The p u r­ 
pose of this report is to give c e r ­ 
tain 
general information in order 
that m oney will not be wasted on 
a project which is not suitable for 
the city. 
The report made on April 21 g iv es 
information in regard to the d ev el­ 
opment of the public water supply, 
the present water supply, the quality 
of w ater from various sources, th e 
possible sources of a public w ater 
supply, 
and recommendations. 
It 
was 
recommended 
that 
a thoro 
investigation be m ade of the am ount 
of w ater available in the vicinity 
of 
th e 
north 
( Widenham-Daub) 
wells and 
that 
the 
well supply 
should 
be developed if tests g a v e 
promise 
of an adequate yield 
o f 
water of good quality. 
If develop­ 
ment of the well project was shown 
to 
be 
impracticable, information 
regarding other projects was to bo 
obtained. 
This information was to 
include preliminary designs prepar­ 
ed in such detail as to serve as a 
reliable basis for relative estim ates 
of cost of dams, spillways, pumping 
stations, 
treatment 
works, reser­ 
voirs and pipe lines. 
On 
account of the dry weather 
during the past fall and winter a 
hotter test of the present wells h as 
been secured than would have been 
possible iii a wet season and th e 
Com m ittee feel justified in m aking 
recom m endation, before completion

T he desirability o f 
securing an increased supply before 
another water shortage as serious 
as the on e of the past winter is a ls o 
considered in hastening our recom ­ 
mendations.

follows, shows that it would not bo 
desirable to attem pt 
to develop a 
ground-water supply in that lo c a l­ 
ity. 
In birder to hasten the w ork 
and secure the best possible plant 
for tho 
money expended, 
an e n ­ 
gineer of unqualified ability and o f 
experience should 
be employed 
to 
take charge of tho entire project. 
Prelim inary designs and estim ates 
of feasible projects called for in th e 
previous report should be mude and 
construction started at the earliest 
possible moment. 
A supply se cu r­ 
ed by filtering an impounded w a te r 
from a stream w ii I in the opinion of 
the com m ittee be the best and ch eap ­ 
est for the city. 
Quantity of Water to be Supplied. 
The water consumption of tho city 
of Jacksonville is about; 1,500,00 0 
gallons a day. 
W ith an abundant 
supply of water of good quality th e 
water consumption for the city w ill 
pio'babiy increase. 
It is advisable 
to provide for a consumption of at 
least 2 ,OOO,DOO gallons a day at th e 
present time. 
In order to determ ine the am ount 
and 
quality of water available 
in 


the vicinity of the north wells, test 
wells have beO*r drilled In the valley 
of 
Mauvaisterre 
Creek, 
short- 
time pum ping tests have been made, 
the quality of water obtained has 
been determined, and m easurements 
of the yield of the north wells have 
been made. 
The work was carried 
on under the immediate supervision 
of Joshua Vasconcellos, com m ission­ 
er of Public Property of Jackson­ 
ville. 
Mr. 
Vasconcellos, 
realizing 
the importance of knowing definite­ 
ly the am ount of water available 
from wells, 
had previously 
m ade 
records of strata penetrated by test 
wells, ground-water level, and yield 
of wells. 
W ater-bearing Strata. 
Since April, 1917, six test w ells 
have been drilled in the valley of 
Mauvaisterre Creek near the north 
city wells, one about 3-4 of a m ile 
east, four a short, distance north, 
and one on North Main street about 
1-2 mile northwest from the north 
city wells.-'”/ T h e location of these 
wells Is show n on the plat on page 
5. 
Information in regard to w ater­ 
bearing strata w’as secured from rec­ 
ords of strata penetrated by these 
test wells and from other records 
furnished by Mr. Vasconcellos. 
The North wells and test w ells 
nearby penetrate 
a water-bearing 
stratum of fine sand containing a 
small am ount of gravel the bottom 
of which is at a depth of about 70 
feet. 
N ear the center of the valley 
north 
of 
the 
north 
wtTls this 
stratum is at aibout the same depth 
or slightly higher and contains more 
coarse material. 
In the well about 
3-4 mile east no sand or gravel w as 
encountered 
from the ground su r­ 
face to a depth of OO feet. 
In the 
well on North Main street a sano 
stratum containing very little coarse 
sand or gravel was encountered be­ 
tween depths of 58 and 
ti-’ 
feet. 
One test well about 200 feet north 
from the north city well No. 2 was 
drilled to a depth of 170 feet. 
A 
second water bearing stratum was 
encountered between depths of 140 
and HO feet. 
Little coarse material 
was e n ­ 
countered in any of the wells. 
The 
plat on the following page shows 
the strata penetrated in the vicinity 
of the north wells. 
in the valley of the south branch 
of 
Mauvaisterre Creek 
near the 
Jacksonville 
cemetery 
are 
three 
wells 125 feet deep which were to 
be used as a source of supply for 
the Illinois State School 
for the 
Blind. 
T hese penetrated quicksand 
which filled 
the casings and after 
trying several kinds of screens the 
wells were abandoned. 
Quality of Water. 
Analyses were made of sam ples 
of water from the north city w ells 
and from test wells in the upper 
and lower water-bearing strata lo­ 
cated about 200 feet north of well 
No. 2.

NEW RULING MADE ON 
SUBSTITUTES FOR FLOUR 


Merchants Now Permitted 
to 
Sell 
W heat Flour Together w ith Fifty 
Per C ent of Substitutes— Former 
Rule Required 
Sales

Amounts. 


Recently the food administration 
made a ruling purposing to conserve 
wheat whereby a .y 
purchaser 
of 
wheat flour wis required to buy an 
equal am ount of 
some 
designated 
substitute. 
Because of th e shortage 
of these substitutes the food admin­ 
stration has revised the ruling and 
it will now be possible to purchase 
flour with one-half the quantity of 
cereal substitutes 
The n ew ruling 
on this question was received Tues­ 
day by M. F. Dunlap, co u n ty food ad­ 
ministrator, and is con tained in the 
following bulletin: 
Wheat Flour and Substitutes 
To all Local Administrators: — 
The situation with regard to new 
flour rulings during th e past week 
has convinced us that retailers are 
not yet in position to su p p ly cereal 
substitutes with wheat f lo u r in equal 
quantities. 
We have, therefore, de­ 
cided to m ake a ruling t h a t one-half 
the quantity of cereal 
substitutes 
ib all th a t will be required until 
lunker notice, but not b eyond March 
Isl. 
If prior to March 1 st the situa­ 
tion seem s to be such a s to make 
the fifty-fifty rule 
reasonable, 
we 
shall send out notice at o n ce. Mean­ 
while this new ruling m u st be strict­ 
ly adhered to without exceptions.

SUFFRAGE ON THE 
WAY PERHAPS. 
Woman suffrage enthusiasts were 
jubilant over their success when con­ 
gress voted to submit the suffrage 
amendment to the constitution to 
the people of the U. S. 
But those 
who are thoughtful as well as jubi­ 
lant had their enthusiasm tempered 
by the closeness of the vote. 
The 
fact is that the suffrage lead ed did 
not carry the amendment by the ex­ 
pected margin and if a vote or two 
had (been changed they would haw:? 
lost. 
When resident Wilson a few days 
since openly urged members to vote 
for the amendment and other very 
strong support was given, the suf­ 
frage people felt sure of carrying the 
amendment by a maojrity of ten or 
fifteen. 
The closeness of the vote 
will no doubt result t h suffrage peo­ 
ple devoting even more thought to 
the senate. 
There will be the real 
battle ground and upon the success 
or failure of the suffrage advocates 
will depend whether or not the ques­ 
tion is submitted to the people. 
Just 
about the most appealing argument 
that the suffrage leaders can make 
now' is that equal suffrage should 
come as a war time m e a su re - as a 
matter of justice and equity to the 
women who are loyally bending ev­ 
ery effort to aid the country in ev­ 
ery possible way. 
Members of the 
house and senate have the know­ 
ledge too, that there are many dark 
days ahead for the women of this 
country, (because it is a known truth 
that in the end, in any great war, it 
is given to the non-combatants, es­ 
pecially the women, to suffer more 
even than the men at the front. 
In urging suffrage as a war time 
measure, as a matter of consistency 
now that 
America is 
striving 
to 
make the world safe for democracy, 
the women can point to the example 
set in European countries, where 
equal suffrage has made more pro­ 
gress since the war began than in 
decades previous. 
It is hard to a n ­ 
swer the argument of the women 
that the talk about the world safe 
for democracy is hollow so long as 
full rights of citizenship are denied 
to so largo a percentage of the peo­ 
ple of the U. S. 
the women—who 
are subject to taxation and am en­ 
able to all laws.

invader, 
bom barding 
the 
communications and depots of the 
enemy or making raids on German 
towns. 
This latter, althou gh they 
effected only such towns as were used 
as m ilitary centers, were m ade by 
way of reprisal for G erm an air a t­ 
tacks on French cities in the east and 
north, w here num bers of French civ­ 
ilians had fallen victims to German 
bombs. 
French Aviators Superior 
In aerial combats the French avi­ 
ators undoubtedly proved themselves 
masters of their German adversaries. 
By the end of October, the last com­ 
plete re tu rn available, French aviat­ 
ors had destroyed in ten m onths 517 
German airplanes whose fate it was 
possible to confirm w ith certainty. 
Besides these they had b ro u g h t down 
another 513, the absolute destruction 
of which could not be confirmed but 
which had been seen Co fall out of 
control with a great possibility of 
a fatal crash. 
These figures totalling 1030 make 
a excellent record and to them must 
be added 2 2 German captive balloons. 
The American aviators of the La­ 
fayette squadrilla who have now been 
incorporated in the American army, 
played a very creditable p art with 
their F rench comrades in the con­ 
flicts in the air. 
Several of them 
lost their lives in 1917 as did three 
of the best known French airmen, 
Guynemer, Donne and Lenoir.

French open towns, G erm an airmen 
on several occasions bombed French 
field hospitals at Dugny, Vadelain- 
court, Chateau Petit M onthairon and 
Belrupt.

We are all looking for more trade, more work anti improved conditions. 
This applies to the man in business 
as well as to the producers. 
The business man wants more customers, the customers want more work. 
Neither can be blamed for these 
wants. 
Now, it is only fair to say that it business men want the trade of a community, they should give preference to the 
products of that community. 
The producers of another community are in no position to give their trade to this 
community. 
We have iii mind a condition w herein 150 cigarmakers and their families, besides many others depending on 
this industry for a living Iii this city. 
The wages earned by these people find a way into the regular business chan­ 
nels of Jacksonville merchants. T he most of these merchants show their appreciation of this fact by patronizing 
the products of our home factories. 
There are some, however, who ask and expect the trade of home people, and 
who persist in buying brands of cigars made in o ther cities; cigars especially made iii trust factories, under trust 
conditions. 
Only a few months ago a general demand was made in these trust factories for higher wages and better work­ 
ing conditions, so that the men and women could live more decently, and not be compelled to wear their last sum­ 
m er’s clothing in the winter. They w e re met by th e police with clubs, and by the courts with jail sentences for 
their audacity. They w ere starved into submission. 
These acts, influenced by the trusts, show their utter heart­ 
lessness, their disregard of the needs and rights of others, especially those who made their products, who did no 
more than attempt to improve their condition. 
Cigars made in these factories do not bear the Union Label, yet there are some dealers here who persist in hand­ 
ling them, and even making a display of them, in preference to the superior home product, 
Jacksonville has a record in the manufacture of cigars that is the envy of other cities. This was accomplished 
honorably, after many years of patience by our manufacturers, in conjunction with skilled labor. 
^ 
In the making of a cigar skill is required. Therefore it is required that an apprentice in a I ’Ilion shop serve 
three years before he becomes a journeyman. In a trust shop no skill is required; much is done by machinery, and 
what is called the “team system”, u n d e r which no employee makes a complete cigar. Specialization induces speed, 
the trust sets a low price per thousand, the employee speeds up, and in this way is enabled to just about keep from 
starvation; and these cigars, made u n d e r such conditions, are placed before us by some of our dealers in competi­ 
tion with the honest work, and widely known good character of Jacksonville cigars. 
These dealers say that they

gist his drugs, the shoe m an his shoes, the clothing man his clothing, etc.
